RDINARY J. R. WILKINSON 
has a new proposition that he

One of the propositions being consid- 
ered, it is said, is to raise by individual 
effort a fund to guarantee another court 
house for DeKalb. 

Several years ago, DeKalb county, by 

the requisite two-thirds vote, went on 
record as favoring a change of the 
county site to Stone Mountain, but the 
sanction of the legislature, which the 
law requires, could not be secured, the 
Stone Mountain party not being able to 
muster up the necessary strength in that 
body, and the new courthouse was sub- 
sequently built at Decatur.

| would take in a slice from DeKalb 
large enough to make Fulton a respec- 
tably-sized county. 

This officer can't see the benefits that 
‘inure to a small county. He would en- 
large Fulton and not aecrease DeKalb.

whether large or small patron. 

he bill, which has already become a law in-eight southern and twenty- 
two eastern and western states, was prepared by five of the leading lawyers 
of the country for a $5,000 prize offered by the American Bankers’ Associa- 
tion for the best law on negotiable instruments. 

In each of the states where it has, for any length of time, been in prac- 
tical effect it has won the enthusiastic approval of all business men whose 
transactions require caswal or constant dealings in the various forms of 
negotiable paper. 

‘he aim and provisions of the law are to brush aside the mass of tech- 
nicality now hedging the negotiation and manipulation of commercial paper, 
a condition that often piaces a financial hardship on smal] farmers and mer- 
chants, and makes needless trouble for the banker. . The statute already in 
force in the states named is so constructed as to expedite the business of 
all parties concerned, reduce the existing conflicting legal requirements to a 
simple uniformity, and do away with the sometimes: expensive mediation of 
third parties.

the deed {s not known, it was evident 
that the fatal shot had been fired only | 
a short time before as the slowly eb- 
bing life blood had not yet permeated 
the bed clothing and the body was.

It was an unerring hand that pulled | 
the trigger of the death-dealing re- | 
Volver, for the bullet had cleanly en- | 
tered the right temple and pursued a | 
straight course through the head, com- | 
ing out through the left temple.

Solicitor Charles D. Hill made that 
Statement yesterday afternoon, after he 
had listened attentively to the graphic 
recital of Will Johnson's confession told 
him by Sheriff John W. Nelms. 
Solicitor Hill was satisfied of John- 
son's guilt as to the assault on Mrs. 
Hembree. That lady when she came to 
identify Johnson exhibited none of the 
hysterical about her. 

She gave the negro careful scrutiny 
and with marked coolness and delibera- 
tion identified him as her assailant. So

The young 
ladies were picking ferns near their 
home when the attack was made, The 
eye of Miss Ethel Lawrence was knock- 
ed out, aud Miss Mabel was severely 
beaten, but she escaped and gave the 
arm. 

Miss Mabel Lawrence identified Will 
Branan as the negro, and he wae tried 
at the December term and given forty 
years for the two attempted assaults.

IN ATLANTA FOR HALF HOUR 


Vice President Fairbanks, Who Was 
te Have Met the Train Carrying 
Semator Morgan’s Body in 
Atiaata, Waa Not Able to 
Reach the City. 


The special train carrying the body of 
late United States Senator Morgan of 
Alabame to Selma, the old family home, 
for interment, reached Atlanta late yes- 
terday afternoon, running as second 
Section of thirty-seven on the Southern. 

Vice President Fairbanks, who was 
to have met the special in Atlanta, 
started from the west on a train which 
reached Chattanooga six hours late and 
in order to reach Selma in time for the 
funeral this morning cut Atlanta from 
his itinerary and went across Tennessee 
@end Alabama to Montgomery by the 
way of Birmingham with the expectation 
that he would catch the funeral train 
in the old confederate capital this morn- 
ing. 

The special train was made up of a 
baggage car, two Pullmans and. the 
Mayfiower, one of the most magnificent 
and gorgéous of the many special cars 
mow riding the rails) The Mayflower 
was the last coach in the train and in 
the reception or observation room the 
casket containing the body of the dis- 
tinguished Alabama senator, a native 
of Tennessee a progressive American, 
Fested upon jet black feer. The curtains 
were all drawn and that section of the 
coach was in complete darkness. 1ne 
casket was within a cedar box and upon 
the lid of that box were fioral offerings 
of great beauty and rare (fragrancy 
while about the room were pyramids of 
eweet-scented flowers of all hues and 
shades in banks reaching half way from 
floor to ceiling.

Dr. White’s Suggestion. 

In the report of President M. C. White 
to the board of trustees of the University 
of Georgia, he suggests that the position 
of president of the State College of Ag- 
riculture and Mechanic Arts be aboi- 
ished and that in the future the head 
official of that college be known as 
dean of the State College of Agriculture 
and Mechanic Arts. 

In his report Dr. White makes clear 
to the trustees that the time has come 
for this change. His idea is that it would 
be best to have all the departments of 
the institution under one head, the chan: 
cellor, and that each department have 
its separate dean, as it becomes of suf- 
ficient importance to have a dean. 
Thus the school of agriculture cond 
have a dean, the school of engineering 
a@ dean, and s0 on, and around each 
deantould be gathered a special faculty 
to look after the interests of each school. 

If the board of trustees should adopt 
the suggestion of Dr. White, his term of 
office as president would cease, and Dr. 
A. M. Soule would be dean of the State 
College of Agriculture and Mechanic 
Arts. 

Today the trustees took up the com- 
munication of Dr. White and accepted 
hig suggestion that his position as presi- 
dent of the state college of agriculture 
and Mechanic Arts. at this time. 

Resolutions Adopted. 

The foNowing resolution was introduced 
and unanimously adopted: 

“Resolved, That the resignation of Dr. 
Henry C. White, of the presidency of 
the State College of Agriculture and Me- 
chanic Arte be and the same is hereby. 
accepted. 

“Resolved, That in accepting this ree 
ignation, which was voluntarily and un- 
expectedly tendered, this board desires 
to expres, its appreciation of the aplen- 
did service he has rendered in the posi- 
tion and its recognition of the great 
and distinct benefits that have accrued 
to the university by reason of the abdil- 
ity, untiring energy and fidelity to duty 
that have characterized his a&ministra- 
tion during the years of his incumbency.”’ 

qt may be that the board cannot abol- 
ish the office of the president of the 
state college of agriculture and mechanic 
arts, as suggested by Dr. White. The 
law may stand in the way. It is thought 
that guch ig the case and that the presi- 
dency will have to be filled. It is there- 
fore likely that Dean Soule will be made 
president of the gtate college, which will 
place the entire management of the agri- 
cultural department in his hands. 

Agricultural Faculty Chosen. 

The trustees in charge of the agricul- 
tural college of the University of Geor- 
gia elected an entire faculty for that 
department at their session in this city 
this morning. 


Dean Andtew M. Soule had formerly 
been chosen, and had accepted. He was 
present at the meeting of the board 
today, and gave counsel and advice ae 
to the men who were applicants for the 
positions in tke college of agricufture.

vate statisticians and the government. 
Up to a week ago we were face to face 
with a calamity so far as the general cot- 
ton crop in the Unitted States is con- 
cerned in some sections particularly 
North Carolina, South Carolina and 
Georgia. The prospects are fafrly good 
in some parts of Alabama, are even said 
to be favorable, but the larger part of 
this state, Mississippi, Louisiane, Texas 
and Arkansas and the territories are ex- 
tremely backwarg in start and poor in 
points of stands and appearance in the 
small weed, so that the recent improve- 
ment during the past week in whatever 
conditions has probably saved the pilant- 
ers of these states from a catastrophe, 
but the improvement does not insure a 
full yield, but encourages the hope for a 
medium crop, which is all that we have 
a right to expect. Close students of the 
growing and maturing plant tell us that 
cotton needs dry weather, which ena- 
bles the planter to clean his crop and at 
the same time the plant sends qown dur- 
ing the dny period a tap root in search of 
moisture. On the jength of this tap root 
the plant receives strength and vitality 
to live through the hot seasons of Aua- 
gust and September, and retain the fruit 
which is usually put on during July. 

We have this season had it so wet 
that the plant has been sickly. There 
has been no encouragement to make it 
gsrow up or down, and now. with the bak- 
ing sun’s coming, it will probably he 
stunted and small in growth, with early 
blooming and an ending of mafurity. 

Another drawback to this year is the 
excessive moisture continuing for weeks, 
causing the lang to be drenched of all 
the fertilizer which was put on late in 
fre winter, so that the cotton plant can- 
not receive the ugua] benefit that is de- 
rived from full fertilization and a natu- 
ral season. In addition to this our re- 
ports, hundreds of which are coming in 
daily, tell us that the ravages of insects 
are very bad, and increasing on account 
of the wet spring. We are accustomed 
to many complaints, and have no sym- 
pathy with the continual professional 
calamity howler, but the situation this 
year is peculiar to itself, and we earnest- 
ly advise those who require cotton for 
the coming season to make their ar- 
rangements early and safe. On the pres- 
ent average condition and the start of 
this crop we may reasonably expect not 
more than 11,500,000 to 12,000,000 bales 
of cotton, when the work will require a 
full 14,000,000 bale yield of American 
cotton from this year’s planting. At these 
prices wide fluctuations in the market 
may be expected to follow advances, such 
declines will only be temporary and offer 
better opportunities to buy,

IMMIGRANTS 


Rousing Meeting of Cornelia Cham- 
ber of Commerce Held — Many 
New Industries Reported. 
Town Going Out After . 

Immigrants. 


7 
Cornelia, Ga., June 14.—(Special.)—At 
the second meeting of the chamber of 
commerce, covering the towns of Alto, 
Baldwin, Demorest, Cornelia and Mount 
Airy, held at this place, the organiza- 
tion put itself on record in favor of 
immigration by the unanimous adop- 
tion of the following resolution: 
“Resolved, That the chamber of. com- 
merce declare itself in favor of all 
legitimate endeavors to induce first- 
class immigrants to come to this sec- 
tion, especially small farmers, and to 
locate with us.” 

O. G. Wheeler, until recently a res- 
ident of Winnipeg, sketched a short 
history of the rapid development of the 
Canadian northwest into which the 
best Class of foreigners are pouring at 
the rate of over 20,000 a day, and de- 
clared that without question a part of 
this desirable class cOuld be turned_to 
northwest Georgia. Mr. Wheeler also 
Stated that a number of families from 
his section were now arranging their 
affairs preliminary to removal here. 

This second meeting of the new 


chamber of commerce was one of the“ 


largest and probably the most enthu- 
siastic ever held in the community. 
Twenty-four applications for member- 
ship were favorably passed-upon imme- 
diately after Chairman W. S. Erwif 
tapped the gavel for order. Reports 
of these and the committee on mem- 
bership indicated that the organiza- 
tion will number at least one hundred 
before it is a month old. 

W. B. Hunter, who created and man- 
aged for several years the advertising 
and industrial departments of the 
Lackawanna railroad and who as ad- 
vertising agent of the Force Food 
Company guided the biggest advertis- 
ing campaign ever conducted in the 
United States, was selected chairman 
of the publicity committee and advised 
that he would have the cooperation 
and financial support of every member 
of the organization. Mr. Hunter will 
have assoctated with him on the com- 
mittee Charles Starr, until recently the 
editor of one of the leading newspa- 
pers of suburban New York; A. M. 
Ritchen, publisher of one of the larg-
